3. To take such action as you may desire in regard to 
allowing the same discount on district taxes as is allowed by 
the Town of North Hampton on town taxes. 


4. To raise such sum of money as may be needed for ex- 
tinguishment of fires, hydrant service, sidewalk construction 
and maintenance, street Jighting, police and watchman service, 
maintenance of common sewers, drainage and mosquito 
prevention, planting and care of shade or ornamental trees, 
maintenance and care of parks or commons, enacting and en- 
forcing zoning regulations, and al] other district expenses.

5. To transact such other business as may Jegally come 
before said meeting.

Commissioners’ Report 


1937-1938 


I. Sidewalks: About six sections of the boardwalk at Bass 
Beach were renewed this spring and many repairs were neces- 
sary here. More of the walk will have to be replaced every 
year from now on. 7 


Other work on sidewalks included repairs to concrete walks 
and removing grass from edges of walks. 


II. Water Service: The Commissioners were represented at 
hearings at Hampton Beach this summer before the Public 
Service Commission in an effort to reach an agreement on more 
equitable water rates. The Hampton Water Works Com- 
pany’s revenue during the past year was in excess of expecta- 
tion, although this was largely offset by increased local 
taxes. 


As this report goes to press the Water Company has proposed 
~ anew rate under which the consumer will be allowed the use of 
1000 cubic feet (7500) gallons of water for the minimum 
charge, which is graduated according to the size of the meter, 
and above that would pay for the water used at a graduated 
rate. 


III. Drainage and Mosquito Control: An extremely wet 
July interfered with the effectiveness of the District’s mos- 
quito control program, although the spraying that has been 
done has greatly reduced the number of mosquitoes in this 
community. After the river was opened in July we were able 
to handle the situation more effectively.

IV. Sewage Disposal: Property owners in the District are 
all urged to install septic tanks rather than continue the old 
practice of running the overflow from their cesspools directly 
into the ocean. Many property owners have aJready corrected 
this situation. 


V. Zoning: The Commissioners appointed the following 
Board of Adjustment after the enactment of the Zoning 
Ordinance at the Annual Meeting on September 7, last year: 
Arthur L. Hobson, Marland D. Knowles, Edith Stott, Blanche 
H. Boynton, William P. Fowler. The Board of Adjustment 
elected William P. Fowler as its chairman. Philip N. Hobson 
was appointed zoning inspector. 


A permit was issued by the Zoning Board of Adjustment for 
the remodelling of the Purington Building in the Business 
Zoning District by Mr. Frank D. Burridge. 


VI. Policing: Watchman service was maintained for the 
usual time last winter. 


The District has had a man in its employ to pick up papers 
along the beach, parking: area, and roadsides. 


A life guard was employed by the District as an experiment 
thissummer. It is hoped that the property owners will express 
their opinions as to the advisability of continuing this policy 
another year. 


VII. Taxes: The tax rate for the past year was $2.80 per 
$1,000 valuation and will probably be slightly decreased for 
the coming year.
